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INTRODUCTION. 



^1 ^he originals of the Book-Plates reproduced in this work are contained 
-^ in the celebrated Ducal Library at Wolfenbiittel. They belong, with 
very few exceptions, to the famous collection of Baron von Berlepsch. 
This remarkable man, wlio was born on his father's estate at Seebach 
near Gross-Gottern, first followed a military career, but he left it to engage 
in scientific pursuits. During his long life — he was nearly 91 years 
of age when he died — he made a large collection of historical remains 
and monuments of art , principally those which bear on the history of 
art and booklore in its mdest sense. 

I made his acquaintance , soon after my appointment as Director 
of the Ducai Library, in a village near Wolfenbiittel, called Gross-Stock- 
heim, where he had created a Tusculam, living quietly and contentedly 
among his various collections. We soon became very good friends and 
I have to thank him for many a pleasant hour, and for much information 
and good advice. Baron von Berlepsch died a bachelor on the 31?^ of 
March 1877 and was laid to rest in the churchyard of Gross-Stockheim. 

During his later years the future of his collections cost him many 
an anxious hour. Like every true antiquary he dreaded the idea of the 
dispersal of those treasures , which it had taken him a lifetime to gather. 
Debihty and failing eyesight at length reconciled him to the thought of 
parting with his collection. 

It was of course my earnest wish to acquire this unique collection 
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for the Ducal Library, but I was afraid our means would not be sufficient 
to secure such a prize. However , Herr von Berlepsch asked such a mo- J 
derate sum, his primary object being to secure a permanent home for hia 
treasurea, that I was able to accept his proposal. Thus in 1875 the | 
collection became the property of the Guelferbytana. 

It was an acquisition of the highest importance, consisting of a select * 
library, a collection of printers marks, another of initials by Diirer, Holbein, 
Cranach , and others , manuscripts , drawings by Chodowiecki , etchings, 
woodcuts etc. etc. 

The "piece de resistance" however, was the collection of Ex-Libris. J 
There were 2443 of them contained in 2 volumes of the largest folio, with - 
indexes and descriptions. The British Museum once offered bin) — I think — , 
iB 100 for it, but he could not bring himself to part with it at that time. 

Herr von Berlepsch had a classification of his own. He divided book- 
plates into 4 classes: personal, family, memorial and irregular, to which i 
he added a supplementary class — Miscellaneous Labels. As he was an 
authority on the subject it will no doubt be interesting to give his own 
explanation of his mode of classification. 

Personal Book -Plates he calls those which were executed for one . 
person only. They bear either the name of the proprietor or his arms, hia ' 
motto, his monogram or his portrait. The most common form is of course 
the name, so much so, that the other forms may be regarded only as indi- 
cations of the name. The monogram Ex-Libris he divides into 3 classes; 
first those , which contain the initials only, sometimes with an additional 
D, L or M (Doctor, Licentiate, Magister) ; and secondly double-monograms. 
In these last the initials are duplicated and arranged in such a manner, ^ 
that they can be read either from right or left. Very often one of the J 
letters is placed exactly in the middle and in these cases it appears only I 
once. The third species of monogram -plates have irregular forms and | 
contain not only the initials but all the letters of the name mixed together, 
sometimes arranged so that the name may be guessed. 



The emblem alludea as a rale to the occupation or name of the 
The same may be said of the motto. 

If the Book-Plate contains a coat of arms only it is of course very 
difficnlt or even impossible to find out which member of the family it be- 
longed to , though the owner may sometimes be traced by collateral in- 
dications such as the arms of wife or ancestors. 

Of the Portrait-Ex-Libris very little is to be said. As a rnle they 
bear the name or at least the monogram of the owner. The pigskin bin- 
dings of the 16*^ century often show portraits of celebrated persons, such 
as Charles V. , Luther , Melanchthon, and others , but these must not be 
regarded as marks of possession, they are only ornaments of the binding. 

But here aUo are exceptions. For instance, the binding, ornamented 





with Portrait and Coat of arms as above, indicated, that it belonged formerly 
to Duke Christoph of Wiirtemberg. It is now in the Wolfenbuttel Library. 
Dated plates of the earlier centuries frequently bear only part of 
the date as for instance "91" instead of "1591". Later ones, especially 
those of the 18^ century often contain only the first 2 figures, the re- 
mainder of the date being filled in by hand when t^ie plate is inserted 
in the volume.
